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THE LAST OF HORNSEY WOOD.

G. V. BROOKE. 


The history of the week has a sad episode in the death of G. V. 
Brooxs. The untimely end of our great tragedian, by the foundering 
of the ill-starred ship London, is @ matter of universal regret, for it 
was the general impression that we had not seen the best of G. V. 
Brooke. His career had not been one of the happiest. Fortune 
seemed to declare against him, and though continually reaping golden 
opinions from all sorts of people, his position appeared to bo stationary, 
and his worldly affairs never prospered. When he met his death he 
was bound to Australia—tho scene of many of his former successes as 
an actor, but where he failed so signally asa manager. Under the 
auspices of Mr. Coppin, he was about to try to regain that fortune he 
bad lost on Australian goil, but it was ordained that his career was to 
eud in a far different manner. The pictures we have of the brave 
G. V. Brooks working like a slave at the pumps of the sinking ship, 
of his splendid fortitude and Christian resignation, sre things to 
be proud of, and should be kept.in remembrance by the theatrical pro- 
feasion in some worthy and substantial manner. Have we not seon 
monuments reared to perpetuate the momory of people who, neither 
in point of genius, of bravery, or résignation to the decrees of heaven, 
can bear comparison with Gustavus VAUGHAN Brooks?

Almost as soon as the “doings at the Gate” have really assume a true 
business aspect, an increasing desire to back the favourites, Rustic and Lord 
Lyon, has manifested itself. These former stable companions occupy a rival 
position in the Derby quotations, which has had no former precedent. The 
fortanate owner of the pair believes that in disposing of Rustic he retained 
the superior, and to-day supported Lord Lyon in an even wager for £2,000, 
against the Danebury colt, who was, however, throughout the best favourite. 
So numerous and staunch were the Rustics, that notwithstanding this sub- 
stantial manifestation of confidence on behalf of Mr. Sutton, who also ex- 
pressed a desire of accopting eight “‘monkeys”—which could not be got 
about “The Lyon”—the Danebury champion increased in fayonr, and at the 
close the ‘‘sevens” wanted were not obtainable, and not more than 13 to 2 
was tobe had. As ‘‘eights” cou'd not bo obtained about Lord Lyon, his 
backers were content to invest to the extent of about £150 at 15 to 2, which 
odds were, however, offered in hundreds when the hour fur departure was 
close at hand. The Student—‘‘ the delicate constituted horse which is to 
cause his trainer so much trouble ”—was again tho feature of the day. An 
* operator,” who offered 11 to 1, quickly found supporters for Mr. Merry’s 
colt, and these odds were instantly accepted to the extent of between £400 
and £500. Strong and widely differént opinions exist as to Student’s Derby 
chance, but as the favourable one appears to be in the ascendant, despite the 
late unfavourable reports as to the Russley colt’s health, he bids fair to again 
become an interesting rival in the quotations to the representatives of Danc- 
bury and Isley.

Another “revivalist” 
was furnished in the Bribery colt, the “‘gone coon” of last Monday, who was 
backed for a “pony,” at the somewhat remarkable odds of 84 to l. A 
“tenner” only was intrusted to Knight of the Crescent, at 50to 1, and Sir 
Joseph Hawley’s Wolsey was in request at his former price, 1000 to 15, which 
was twice beoked.

Mrs. Pipeclay (Wiss Maria Simpson) appears to have derived exalted notions 
of valour from the dear departed P., for she makes it a sine qua non that 
Muddles shall achieve some act of heroism before she will bless him with her 
widowed affections. In the hope of meeting with the requisite opportunity 
for displaving hia native bravery, Muddles has takea lodgings by the river 
side at Puntnev. where he is so fortunate as to rescue from drowning an artist 
named Felix Flashpan (Mr. Belford), who had determined upon suicide as 
the readiest mode of settling with his creditors. As Flashpan has 
been rescued against his will, he insists upon being provided for by 
Muddles. Wet and hungry, he demands dry clothes and food, helping him- 
self to Mnddles’s chop and sending that gentleman’s serving maid to tho 
nearest haberdashers to buy him a large stock of neckties.

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MR. G. V. BROOKE, 


The tragic actor, whose portrait in private costume and in his groat part 
of Coriolanus, wo give this week, and whose sad fate and gallant conduct 
formed one of the most rb esta incidents connected with the wreck of the 
London, was born in 1819, and, having shown an early predilection for the 
stage, mado, itis said, his first appearance at the ‘Theatro Royal in his 
native city, Dublin, in 1833, The character selected was William Tell, in Mr, 
Knowles's play of that name, which scems so singularly ill-fitted for a boy of 
14, that we may surmise an inaccuracy in one of the above datez, Neverthe- 
less his performance was sufficiently successful to lead 69 an engagement. 
After playing in two other cities in Ireland he proceeded to Scotland, and 
there acquired a reputation which even reached Landen. An engagement at 
the Victoria Theatre was the consequence of his fame inthe sister kingdoms, 
and he seems to have delighted the audiences on the southern bauk of the 
Thames by twelve performances of Virginius. 
His suceess at the Victoria, which was followed by other provincial en- 
agements, made but little impression on the general playgoers of the capital ; 
ut it was otherwise when, in January, 1848, he appeared at the old Olympic 
Theatre, then under the management of Mr. Davidson. Virtually this was 
his first sppearance in London, and not often has the approaching debut of 
an actor produced to large an amount of curiosity as in the case of Mr. G. V. 
Brooke. Ho had many offers from metropolitan managers, and had refused 
them all, and these frequent negotiations, accompanied by the news of 
brilliant successes in the provinces, had naturally kept his name befure the 
Londoners, who eighteen years ago were much more excitable on Hig saath 
of tragedy than they are at present. His performance of Othello, the cha- 
racter selected for his first appearance, at once secured him a wide p -pularity. 
He repeated the part to crowded audiences 30 successive nights, and for some weeks 
in 1848 he stood high among the theatrical ‘‘ lions” of London, lively discussions 
as to his merits taking place in every assemblage, where plays and players form 
atopic of conversation, His physical advantages were very great, He had 
handsome and expressive features ; his figure was tall and commanding, and, 
above all, his voice, which was afterwards deteriorated, was at first not only 
remarkably rich and sonorous, bat singularly capable of extremes of light and 
shade, It was in giving expression to the more violent emotions that he tarned 
these natural gifts to the best, account, and the storms of pission which distin- 
guished his Othello and his Sir Giles Overreach were certain, in his bes. days, of 
commanding the tumultuous applause of hundreds. The circumstance that he 
lacked finisb, and was by no means perfect in declamation, rather increased than 
diminished bis favour with the masses, for it confirmed a common belief that he 
owed his proficiency, not to a crabbed art, but to fresh healthy nature, and the 
‘inspired genius ” is always & popular figure. A similar belief was entertained 
earlier in the century with respect to Mr. Edmund Kean, and among the thea- 
trical gossips of 1848 those were not wanting who saw in Mr, G. V, Brooke the 
tragedian on who the Kean mantle had fallen, At opinions like these cooler 
judges shook their heads, and predicted that ‘a permanent reputation of the 

ighest kind would prove beyond the reach of the popular idol. After the de- 
struction of the Old Olympic by fire, Mr. Brooke was re-ongaged by the unforta- 
nate Mr. Watts, who opened the present Olympic at the end of 1849, and in 
the course of the season played the principal character in the ‘‘ Noble Heart,” 
a drama written by Mr. G. H. Lewes, on the ancient Spanish model. But his 
repertory never greatly increased, and tothe end of his career his best success 
seems always to have been achieved in Othello and Sir Giles, 

On the termination of Mr. Watts’s management Mr. G. V. Brooke retired 
from London for & considerable time, and alter fulfilling some provincial en- 
gagements visited tho United States, wherg his histrionic success was im- 
mense, though a managerial speculation at éw York proved a failure. In 
September, 1858, he re-appeared at Drury-lane, then nnder the management 
of Mr. 1. Smith, Again, the opening character was Othello, and the ons 
thnsiasm of 1853, having a wider field for display, seemed to exceed that of 
1848, Indeed, it isnot too much to say that the success of Mr. G. V. Brooke as 
a tragedian in a theatre that haslong been dissevered from tragic uses pioneered 
that per maaneDy establishment of ¢ © poetical drama at Old Drury, which we 
now find under the management of Messrs, Falcouer and Chatterton. But 
his renewed popularity was not sufficiently vigorous to last through two en- 
gagements, and in 1854 be took his leave of the London public, and pr 
to Australia, where, as in Awmorica, his success as an actor was prod'gious 
but where, likewise, he failed as'a manager. When, alter seven years 
absence from London, he re-appeared in October, 1862, again ag Othello at 
Drury-lane, he found a generation that “ knew not Joseph,” and his retura 
made scarcely any Po pressions Whatever upoa the playgoing world. After a 
few performances at the large house he migrated to the City of London in 
Norton Folgate, and thence to the provinces, When he perished in the 
foundering of the London he was on his way to fulfil an engagement at Mel- 
bourne. Lovers of coincidences may compare the death of Mr. G. V. Brooke 
with those of Mr. Tyrone Power in the President, aud of Mr. Elton in the 
Pegasus. | 

Anew interest attaches to the once popular favourite, through the mel- 
ancholy circumstances amid which he perished, but his importance in the 
annals of the London stage is limited to the year 1848 and the season 1853-4,

SALMON POACHING ON THE TWEED. 

Notwithstanding whatever has been sail and written upon the necessity 
and even the natioual importance of preserving fish and fisheries, to which as 
an article of food it is the bounden duty of all to show their good ex- 
ample and support, the following are only few among the many cases which 
are daily brought under our notics, by our correspondents :—James Tait, 
from Innerleithen, was on Friday tried before Sheriff Burnett, for contraven- 
ing the Tweed Fisheries Acts, by having a net in his possession He pleaded 
not guilty, and was defended by Mr. Rankin, advocate, Edinburgh. The 
sheriff held the offence clearly proven, and fined Tait £5, with £2 2s. 9d. of 
expenses, 

George Wilson, a mason, charged with having a leister in his possession, 
and failing to appear, was held guilty, and fined £1, with £2 17s. 3d. of ex- 

enses. Janet Kennedy, or Nel-on,a hawker, who was cay tured at Lead- 

urn, with seven salmon ina spring van, was found guilty, and fined £3 10s. 
with £1 15s. of expenses. Stephen Hewitt, a baker, was fined 10s., with 35s. 
of expenses, for having a salmon in his possession. 

Wm. Mitchell, a labourer, for fishing with a leister, was fonnd guilty and 
fined £1, with £1 14s. 9d. of expenses. Ann Kane was fined 10s. with £1 
10s. of expenses, for having a salraonin her possession. For a similar con- 
travention of the lweed Fisheries Acts, Rachel Porteous was fined £1, with 
£1 15s. of expenses. John Wilson, labourer, was fiued £8 with £2 5s. 64. of 
expenses, for having six salmon in his possession. 

James Mathison, a labourer, for having a leister in his possess‘on, was fined 
£2, with £1 18s. 6d. of expenses. Peter Linton, James Shortreed, Henry 
Currie, Abraham M‘Kenna, and Robert Gray, were charged with having two 
leisters in their possession, and with having assaulted the constables in the 
execution of theirduty. They all failed to appear, and in absence were held 
guilty, and sentenced to pay a fine of £7 each, with 16s. 6d. of expenses each.

Sir,—Observing with satisfaction your columns devoted to the subject of 
Angling, I feel stimulated to inform you that the streams in some parts of 
North Devon have, through the early part of the close season, been very 
meagre of fish. These, which were inhabiting the upper waters, were smull 
in size, and in quantity were much reduced by the vigilant poacher, after 
but a shoit acquaintance with the “country” element—so much so, that 
about Christmas time it was a rare sight to see a salmon in these smaller 
waters. The floods during the last few weeks have, however, well re-stocked 
the upper Torridge and Okement, and fish of a different calibre are at present 
(but for how long it is hard to say) fresh up aud numerous —flaunting in their 
gambols as the freo and bouncing monarchs of the fresh water streams, they 
are taking an upward direction, so that every little brook, as a tributary to 
these rivers, are resorted to for spawning beds, and become consequently a 
doomed channel for their destruction. ‘The floods of last week left many a 
fine fish “fresh and fasting” on terra firma, The extraordinary land waters 
and the rapid currents overflowing tue banks, caused probably these fish to 
seek a gentler water, and becoming “grounded,” the receding waters left 
them behind. The otters too area decrying evil on the Torridge, as also is 
a mill wheelat the extremity of salmon migration in the Okement, which 
two last destructive enemies should be remedied at once, or many stinking 
portions of de-troyed salmon will continue to be found by the keepers on 
these rivers.—I am, yours, dc.

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Fordham for some years has been at the head of the poll, and his 
return as the premier jockey of the season is neta expected, Al- 
though James Grimshaw was at one period close upon ordham’s heels, 
George shook the fashionable ‘feather ” off, and, sailing on proudly, 
was gazetted with no fewer than 142 victories out of 414 mounts in 
the past season, Fordham, who is a native of Cambridge, has now 
been sixteen years before the public, each campaign increasing his 
popularity with the general public and his companions in the saddle.

As ill 
luck never comes alone, he was afterwards beaten by Barney Reardon, for £5, 
and Professor Jones for £25. Moran, who is a year older, has twice before ap- 
peared in the P.R., first with Kenny, the Shoeblack, by whom he was beaten, 
after a spirited contest of 1 hour 16 minutes, and again by Pat Glynn. Tho 
present was an off hand match for£6 aside. At an early hour they were off to Jack- 
man’s Lane, near Birmingham, where a ring was quickly formed and the com-

He was backed 
for this bout from Mr. C, Rawson’s, the Unicorn Inn, Lowerhead-row, and has 
had for hia trainer Jom Lavin, of Dewsbury. Parfitt won the toss for corners, 
and chose the higher ground. Curley offered to bet £30 to £20 that he would 
win, Betting was limited, Curley being favourite at 6 to 4, which, on the 
second round being fought, increased to 2to 1 on him, They commenced hos- 
tilities at precisely & quarter-past eight a.m., and after fighting nineteen rounds, 
jn 23 min, Curley’s seconds threw up ithe aponge in token of his defeat.
